The following despatch sheds some light upon the cold storage method 


of holding up eggs and other articles of food for years ami then putting 
them on the market as strictly fresh:— 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 23.-Harry Burns of Hornell yes- 


terday purchased a dozen eggs in a grocery store. Tho groceryinan 
said that tho eggs were fresh country laid. Burns examined his 
eggs and found his name and address written 
on one of 
them 


While he was an employe of a, cold storage plant four years ago 
he had written his name and address on that very egg. 


It has lougbeeii known that eggs, perhaps more limn any other arli 


of food willi the exception of beef, arc regularly stored away in (he co 
storage plants, sometimes to limit (lie supply and put up the price n 


. sometimes to await thc scarcity. In many cases tho government inspceto 


have seized anil destroyed enormous consignments of decomposed 
It has been customary to sell such eggs lo biikerics to be used in pnstr/nt 
cake, and the c.\tcnt (o, which bad eggs are disguised in such. prodiio 
of (he bakeshop are alarmingly numerous. 
In this regard we refer pa 


ticularly lo New York and Boston; but other largo allies arc donntles 
equally guilty of imposing upon (he public in flic same manner.

Thc cold storage men claim that (lie 
are the protectors of the public against famine; that in time of plenty tho 


lay in a supply fo meet, Ihe scarcity iind tints keep the supply itnifor 
They further claim that to abolish tlio cold storage business would scrv 


((• abolish eggs for a good part of tho year. The protection which is liintc

from four to fen years. It is said that meat frozen in (he Arctic- regions 


will retain its freshness for ages; bnt as (o eggs, for sonic reason or otlic 


they do not keep even in cold storage. 
II may be that the cold is no 


sufficiently intense at nil limes and flmt (be periodical thawings are suf- 


ficient to spoil the eggs. In this respect it would appear that oven the cold 
itoragc business is not conducted ns it should bo since eggs kept in cold 
storage are frequently found to he "simply rotten." 


In view of the experience of Harry Burns, mentioned in the above 


despatch, it would seem that there is pressing need of a lime limit on the 


retention of food products in cold storage. 
When poultry is kept for a 


long time in cold storage.Ihe effect is almost ns bad as that in case of eggs. 


The pure food laws should be made to deal with putrefied products^ 


well as adulterations.

AS TO COLD 
STORAGE 
METHODS 


Tho following despatch sheds some light upon the eo]d storage moth 


of holding up eggs and other articles of food for years and then putt! 
them on the market as strictly fresh:— 
• 


ROCHESTER, N. y., March 2S.-Harry Burns of Horncll yes- 


terday purchased a dozen eggs in a grocery store. The groeeryman 
said'that (he eggs were fresh country laid. Burns examined his 
eggs and found his name and address written on 0110 of 
them. 


While ho was an employe of a cold storage plant four years ago 
ho had written his name and address on that very egg! 


It has long becn known thai eggs, perhaps more than any other artic 


of food with the exception of beef, are regularly stored away in the co 
storage plants, sometimes to limit the supply aud put up the price an 
sometimes to await the'scarcity. In many cases the government inspuctoi 
have seized and destroyed enormous consignments of decomposed egg: 
It has been Customary to sell such eggs to bakeries to be used in pnslry an 
cake, and the extent fo which bad eggs are disguised in such product 
of the bnkeshop arc alarmingly numerous. 
In this regard we refer par 


ticularly to New York and Boston; but other large cities are doubtles 
equally guilty of imposing upon (he public in tho same manner. 


The men who are interested in the cold storage business claim that i 


a time limit were set upon the retention of eggs in cold storage the price 
would go up to two dollars a dozen. The cold storage men claim that lho> 
are the protectors of thc public against famine; that in time of plenty tboj 
lay in a supply to meet the scarcity and thus keep the supply uniform. 
They further claim that to abolish the cold storage business would serve 
to abolish eggs for a good part of the year. Tho protection which is hinted 
at here might be secured, we believe, without, keeping eggs in cold storage for 
from four to t,en years. It is said that meat frozen In thc Arctic regions 
will retain its freshness for ages; hut as to eggs, for some reason or other 
they do not keep even in cold storage. 
II, may bo that the cold is not 


sufficiently intense at all limes nnd that (he periodical tlinwings arc suf- 
ficient to spoil the eggs. In this respect it would appear that even the cold 
storage business is not conducted as it should be since eggs kept in cold 
.storage arc frequently found to be "simply rotten." 


In view of the experience of Harry-Burns, mentioned in the above 


despatch, it would seem that there is pressing need of a time limit on thc 
retention ^of food products in cold storage. 
When poultry is kept for a 


long timd in cold storage thc effect is almost as bad as that in case of C.STRK. 


The pure food laws should be made to dctii -with pulrcfied products us 


well as adulterations. Surely the application of

preservative is tlot as bad as commodities such as eggs or poultry that arc 
in fill advanced state of decomposition.
